is making it less expensive to conduct 
a lawsuit in t!w federal courts. This 
is somewhat in line with 
President 


Taffs insistence upon reform in'.judi- 
dal procedure, although it does not 
go us tin- as the president would like. 
The agitation against excessive fees in 
'the federal courts began many years 
figo. The senate luis just,enacted a 
bill to cut off many of those fees, the 
house judiciary committee has made a 
favorable report thereon, and the bill 
now awaits action by the popular leg- 
islative- branch. 
It is pretty well understood among 


lawyers that considerable injustice is 
done because of tlicse charges, and 
that sometimes litigants are kept from 
going to law because of 
them. Only 


the federal courts are meant in this 
connection. Congress has no authority 
ever the state tribunals. It is asserted 
that powerful corporations have some- 
times made it a practice to fight liti- 
gants 
through such instrumentalities,

It is thought boys bet fire to some old

theie has been ^ery little attempt made to give them any haimug by which

Theie is a geneinl behet that with u change of 


policy many of Ihe pusonei's may be made useful citizens. Of the 27,714 
toinmitmeiits to lefoiuiaioiies and houses ot collection, 10,444 were of 
persons who had been in the same institutions bctoie -while many of them, 
it has been asceitamcd, had also been imprisoned elsewheie. It would, 
theiefoic, appeal that they aio legiilai hnbitues of such institutions.

SUGGESTIONS 
FOR CLEANER 
STREETS 


While it is (rue that we have made great progress in improving our 


streets, yet if is equally true that we are very far behind many cities neither 


•BO large nor so important as our own in the matter of keeping our streets 


clean. For some time past the dust on our sheets has 
been 
almost 


suffocating, yet nothing has beeu,jdone to bring relief. 
On many of the 


' days on which the dust was most unbearable, it was quite feasible to water 


the streets; but it seems to be against the established custom to do any 


street watering except within the regular seasons. Yesterday, for example, 


the temperature was so mild that it would have been easy fo water the 


streets and a little sprinkling would have" laid'the dust and brought relief 


to the suffering public. 
The sheet watering time table will have to be 


modified so as (o allow proper attention to the smootb paved streets at 


- 
least until the upper surface shnll have worn off. Once this is gone there 


will not be nearly so much tiust from these streets. 


I 
There is another matter to which the street department will soon 


have" to give ils attention and fhat is the disinfection of gutters along 


the principal sheets or at least on the principal squares of the city. 
TaUe 


, tor example, Jlerrimack square, around which there is always a large 


I'umber of people. Fiom early aioruing lo late at night, there is a strip 


of sputum covered surface along the gutters that must certainly be a 


menace to health if allowed to remain fiom diiy lo day as lit present.

protect (he health of the public against this danger, it would be riecessaiy 


(o w=e a disinfeclutit from a sprinkler. 
Something of the kind should be 


" done in the inteiost of the public health and ab ,a preventive against

(uberculosis. 
In large European cities (hi.s precantionaiy

adopted with the most satisfactory results. Where lurge assemblies gather 
along sidewalks fheie is sure to be a good deal of expectoration along the 
edges or glitters of (he streets'^ The people generally have an idea thnt 
Iho anti-spitting law is sufficiently obsoived if (hey do not spit on the 
sidewalks. 
Hence the majority of them spit in the gutler ^and anybody

There is q bill before the legislature, the object of, which is to establish 


schools of inbtiiiction and "manual training for the inmates of large comity 
prisons. It is now recognized as a fuut thlit Uie policy of these institutions 
in the jnibt lias been misdirected. The houses of correction and prisons 
geneially have been used merely for the punishment of criminals, while 
there has been veiy little attempt made to give them any training by which 
they might be rcfoimed. There IK a general belief that with a change of 
policy ninny of Hie imbonors may be made useful citizens. Of the 27,714 
(•oinuiilments lo reformatories and houses of correction, 16,444 were of 
l/eisons who had been in the same institutions before while ninny of them, 
il has been ascertained, hail nlso been imprisoned elsewhere. It would, 
therefore, rippcnr (hat they are tegular habitues of such institutions. 


The author of the pending bill in the legislature is in favor of estab- 


i Jibbing sonic system of fmining by which those who cannot read and write 
-will be cducutcd at least to overcome their illiteracy, while those who are 


• i,ot illiterate will be offeied mi opportunity to Jearn some useful trade. 
It 


has been cited as> an aigument in favor of this policy that more than 200 
yeais ago Pope Clement XI established a penal institution in Rome based 


tipou the very principle which this bill would apply to our present institu- 
tions. Over the door of that prison was this inscription, "For the reforma- 
tion and education of the criminal—thnt those who when idle had been 
injurious to the stale might when belter instructed and trained become 
useful to it." 


Oliver Goldsmith enunciated n principle somewhat similar when he 


showed thnt the efficacy of the law to prevent crime 'depended upon the 
certainty wilh which it fell upon guilt and its power to reform the. crim- 
inals convicted ,ind lodged in prison. 
ThchO arc old principles, no doubt, 


but they seem to have been slow of adoption in this country, and it is 
encouraging lo find that a move is to be mode now in the right direction 
for it has too often happened that a man after committing his first offense 
has been sent to prison, it mny be for trivial cause, nnd returns reudy for 
the commission of almost any crime. Our prisons should mnke men bet- 
ter, not worse, and they should, moreover, send them out into the world 
better equipped to corn an honesl living so as to be sclf-relinnt rather than 
depending upon laiccny and (he arts of deception in order to support 
themselves.

night frora the effects of an aswissin'5 
bullet,: will be held in the Protestaiu 
Episcopal church of the" Transfigura- 
tion, affectionately known to many as 
'•The little church around the corner. 
The services will be in charge or Rev. 
Dr. George Chouton, pastor ot the 
church which since Its establishment 
has been dedicated to tho use of those 
who toil in the fields of art and letters. 
The arrangement's for the burial are all 
in the hands of Senator Albert J. Bev- 
eridge, who was one of tho writers 
inost intimate friends. 
Mr. Phillips' death came so late In 
the night that many of his colleagues 
"in literature and business did not hear 
•oTIt until this morning. As the news 
reached them their personal regret was 
increased by their feeling, expressed 
almost unanimously In the brelf state- 
ments which they gave out, that he had 
' been killed at the..beginning of a career 
that meant much for American letters. 
Hobert W. Chambers, who had been 
perhaps his closest 'associate in New 
~.York, said: 
"He was one of the best of men. Ho 


was high minded and true; one of the 
finest of American writers. His bejt 
work seemed yet to corne—he was just 
finding himself and had struck a vein 
' that promised richly for the future." 
' :Miss Hlldegarrt -Hawthorne, speaking 


ot her personal acquaintance with Mr. 
-Phillips, said: 
-- "Tho desire- to -work out the Ideas of 
his country and his age was always 
i uppermost In his ambition and he was 
growing so rapidly toward his Ideal In 


"this direction that his friends had al- 
:ready allotcd him a lofty place In let- 
ters. 
Wo believed him destined to 
lasting fame as the exponent of Amer- 


• lean lite and the problems that beset 
It"While Mr. Phillips was breathing his 
last in his hospital room a silent pro- 


cession from a nearby undertaker's was 
carrying the body of his assassin, FItz- 
hugh C. Goldsborough, to the railroad 
station in Jersey City. Tho casket was 
put aboard a train nt midnight and 
shipped 
to Washington, whero tne 


young fanatic will bo buried tomorrow. 


That Mr. Phillips' assailant was de- 


mented appears to have been demon- 
strated conclusively, not only by the 
testimony of his diary and notebooks, 
but also by his appeals to Mayor Gay.- 
nor's"secretary and other officials for 
protection from persons who he be- 
lieved-were hounding him. The entries 
In the diary showed that he had trans- 
lated, to personal abuse the : author's 
picturesque characterization o£ a clM9 
in his novel ot Washington life, "The 
Adventures of Joshua Craig," and un- 
der this misconstruction had conceived 
a homicidal hatred of which the victim 
was unaware. 
Mr. Phillips was .born in Madison, 


Ind., in 1865, was a Princeton graduate 
and unmarried. He was one of the In- 
diana group of story tellers which In- 
cludes Booth Tarkihgton, George Ade. 
Meredith Nlcliotaan, Charles Major and 
others. 
He had written twenty novels 


•many "best sellers" among them— 


and numerous magazine articles. 
His .father was 
David 
Graham

read the text. His sight continued to 
weaken until linally everything became 


blank. He consulted Dr. Freder- 


ick M. Spalding,. who .advised in op- 
eration, in which the natural lenses of 
-he eyes should be removed and glass 
ensc-s substituted. 


Last November Dr. 
Winslow was 


.aken to the Bessey hospital, and'Dr; 
Spalding, with the help of two assist- 
ants, performed the delicate feat. The 
ower.eyelashes were trimmed.off. and 
•ocaine Injected as a local anesthetic. 
An ,'eye machine for .holding the 
eye 


ids apart was then 
attached, 
and 


with the aid of Hie most delicate in- 
truments the lenses were cut and re- 
novcd from the , eyes. The operation 
was but slightly painful, and when 
the lenses were removed Dr. Winslow 
was.able to see the faces of 
thosi' 


about him. 


The eyes were then bandaged for 22 


days, after which, wearing a heavy 
shade, Dr. Winslow was conducted to 
his residence. 
Here he was confined 


to a dark room for two months, which 
he describes as being the most pleas- 
ant period of convalescence a . person 
could experience. With a. knowledge 
that he was to regain his sight, daily 
visits from Bishop and Mrs. Lawrence,
